When most people think of Christmas, they think of festive celebrating and thanking God for all that is good. But when I think of Christ- 
mas, I think of my Aunt Nell. 

Aunt Nell was the perfect vision of a television aunt. She was short and plump, with her dark brown hair tied up in a tight bun. She always 
ad a smile for you, and her eyes twinkled like stars on a clear night. When I was younger, going to Aunt Nell’s house was a very special 
treat. Whenever you visited her, her house felt warm and comforting. She would have freshly baked cookies sitting on the kitchen table, 
where she always encouraged you to “have another”. 



But the most special thing about Aunt Nell’s house was the small room in the attic. After we had told her everything about what we had been 
doing recently, and had our fill of cookies, she would give us the key to that magical room. We would then scamper up there as fast as our 
little legs could carry us. That room held all of the toys a child could ever dream about. As soon as the door was open, my two younger sisters 
would immediately rush over to the biggest box. It contained Aunt Nell’s doll collection. Dolls from all over the world were kept there. There 
were little Dutch boys and girls, all wearing their brightly coloured clothes with their little wooden shoes. Next were the oriental dolls. With 
their long, flowing robes, a set of chopsticks in one hand and a fan in the other, they stared at you through slanted eyes. There were dolls 

ranging from Eskimos with their sealskin mukluks and their cariboo hide parkas, to little Mexican dolls that had beautifully decorated 
ponchos and wide sombreros. 



My younger brother and I would go to the opposite corner of the room, where we would open another box. This one contained bright red toy 
ire engines. ey ran S^ r ° m water true s to fire chief cars. All of them had flashing lights and blaring sirens. When our parents came up 
to get us so that we could go home, we finally realized how long we had been up there. 

A little over three years ago. Aunt Nell found out that she had cancer in her lungs. The doctors told us that there was no hope. She would just 
slowly deteriorate until there was nothing left. But Aunt Nell wasn’t about to give up that easily. She had stubborn blood in her, and during 
these times it really showed up. She insisted that she would be all right, hadn’t she taken care of herself ever since Uncle Henry died? And 
that was fifteen years ago. It was only when the mailman found her lying unconscious on the living room floor that she was finally convinced 
that she had better go to the hospital. We visited her every day, and her room was always filled with fresh flowers from friends and relatives 
who wanted t0 show that they cared. I can remember the day she died. Four years ago on Christmas Eve, we received a phone call from the 
hospital. They said that she had asked for us, and they were afraid she wouldn’t last until morning. My parents left my little brother and 
sisters in my care, and they hurried off to the hospital. The next morning at about seven o’clock my father returned to bring us to the 
hospital. Aunt Nell was still barely alive, but she was hanging by a thread. When we arrived we were ushered into her room. 



I can vividly remember the scene. My father and my mother had been crying even though she had tried to clean up her tear-stained face. Aunt 
Nell was laying under the sheets and I noticed how frail she looked. Her face was almost as pale as the whitewashed walls, and her hair had 
mostly fallen out from the chemotherapy. She clung to my hand, and I could feel the bones through her skin. And with a great effort she 
turned her head to look at me. " ’ ' 



Children,” she said, “I just want you to know that all of the times you have been visiting at my house, it had been as wonderful for me as 
for you. Please pray for me.” 

And with that she closed her eyes, and it seemed as if her whole body relaxed. Her hand became cold, not clammy, just very cold. As I let go 
of her hand and turned away, I could feel the tears well up in my eyes. 

When we finally went home, the presents were sitting under the tree, but no one felt like opening them. And every year at Christmas time, as 
open my presents, I think about my Aunt Nell, and say a prayer for her. For I know that I will never know another person like her.
